Sir: - 


I am directed by the Honorable Secretary of War, to invite your attention to the further 
wants of the Army in the matter of medals for prizes: 


Ist. You have already struck and delivered to me. 
Three (3) Ist prize, Army Division Marksmanship — Gold Medals. 
Twenty (24) 3rd class prize, Army Division Marksmanship, Silver Medals. 


2nd. You have now in process of manufacture 
One (1) Ist prize Army Marksmanship — Gold Medal 
Three (3) 3rd prize“ “ Silver Medals. 


3rd. Under the provisions of the enclosed general order No. 53, just published, we 
require, in addition to the above mentioned medals, those marked on the within order in blue 
pencil, viz: 


Nine (9) Army Department Marksmanship, Gold Medals. 
{ Nine (9) Second Class Prize Army Division Marksmanship, Gold Medals, 
{ Two (2)“ “ 7 “ Marksmanship, Gold Medals. 


These medals should be of about the same value, but less than the value of the Ist prize 
Army, and Ist prize Army Division Marksmanship; this lessening in value should be caused in 
part at least, by a slight diminution of the diameter of the medal. 


As to the designs for these three different prize medals, it is understood that the officers 
of the Mint would not object to use their skill in preparing proper designs, and the Secretary of 
War will be very glad if you approve of this course, that such designs be prepared for his 
examination.
